Subject: Authorize execution of a construction contract with KEYSTONE CONSTRUCTION,
INC., Austin, TX, for Ralney Street Waterline Service to the Mexican American Cultural Center in
an amount not to exceed $1,391,071.70.

Amount and Source of Funding: Funding In the amount of $1,391,071.70 is available In the
Fiscal Year 2005-2006 Approved Capital Budget of the Austin Water Utility.

This construction contract wilt upgrade the current 6-inch water line with a new 16-inch water line
that will provide services to neighborhood residences and the Mexican American Culture Center
(MACC) now under construction. Construction will also Install a loop connection which allows for
Isolation of any water shut outs in the future. Streets to be impacted by this construction will be
Cesar Chavez, Red River, Driscoll Street, Ralney Street, River Street, East Avenue and Bierce
Street.

The work consists of the Installation of approximately 2400 linear feet of 16-inch diameter water
main, replacement of approximately 80 linear feet of 24-inch water main on Cesar Chavez with
the use of two line stops, replacement of 90 linear feet of 6-inch water main in Cesar Chavez,
replacement of water services, installation of a fire hydrant in Red River north of Cesar Chavez,
and miscellaneous appurtenances, system connections and pavement repair.

The contract allows 150 calendar days for completion of this project.
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Bid documents were distributed to seven general contractors. Bids were opened June 8, 2006.
Keystone Construction, Inc. submitted the lowest of five bids received:

The contractor's choice of work methodology provides for five areas of subcontracting
opportunities: asphalt paving, hauling services, construction of water main and services,
construction photography, and erosion control services. Participation subgoals stated in the
solicitation were 4.65% African American; 15.52% Hispanic; 1.84% Native/Asian American,
5.54% WBE. Total participation estimated on base bid amount of $1,391,071.70:
